Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year  1956. 

In  Section  A an  account  of  the  vital  statistics  for  the  area  will  be 
found.  The  birth  rate  13.13  per  1,000  population  showed  a fall  on  the 
previous  year  when  it  was  14.90.  The  death  rate  13.92  per  1,000  popula- 
tion was  considerably  higher  than  the  previous  year  when  it  was  10.39. 
Deaths  outnumbered  births  during  the  year  and  this  is  only  the  third 
time  this  has  occurred  since  the  beginning  of  the  centu^.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  44.77  per  1 ,000  live  births.  The  rate  for 
the  previous  year  was  Nil.  In  considering  this  rate  for  a small  com- 
munity an  average  over  a number  of  years  gives  a better  indication  of 
the  situation,  and  a ten  year  average  for  Irthlingborough  is  equal  to  a 
rate  of  17.95,  which  is  a satisfactory  low  rate. 

The  Health  Services  available  for  the  district  are  mentioned  in 
Section  B. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  are  reported  in  the  next 
Section  C,  and  reference  is  made  to  the  increasing  demand  for  water  for 
trade  purposes.  A new  well  has  been  sunk  and  the  yield  from  this  well 
appears  to  be  very  satisfactory.  It  is  hoped  that  water  from  the  gravel 
pits  will,  at  some  future  date,  form  some  part  of  the  Council’s  water 
undertakings  as  this  is  a valuable  source. 

Section  D is  concerned  with  housing  and  the  building  programme  is 
a very  satisfactory  one.  The  Council’s  policy  of  the  re-development  of 
Clearance  Areas  is  a very  good  one  when  sites  are  suitable  and  already 
considerable  progress  has  been  made. 

The  next  Section  E deals  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of 
food.  The  results  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  will  be  seen  to  be 
satisfactory. 

An  account  of  the  different  infectious  diseases  which  occurred  in 
the  area  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  Section  F.  The  number  of  such 
cases  were  very  few  but  it  was  disappointing  to  see  that  a number  of  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  occurred.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  ten- 
year  old  group  was  mostly  affected.  Whooping  Cough  can  be  a dangerous 


illness  in  the  very  young  and  is  always  a distressing  illness.  The  com- 
bined inoculation,  Diphtheria-Pertussis  protects  against  both  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  and  is  widely  used  now.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to 
report  that  the  area  has  been  free  of  a case  of  Diphtheria  for  18  years  and 
Poliomyelitis  for  5 years.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  an  important 
event  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  1 should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dewhurst  for  information 
supplied  for  this  report  and  for  his  ever  willing  help  and  assistance 
throughout  the  year.  Also  I should  like  to  thank  Miss  Pearson  for  her 
assistance  in  compiling  this  report  and  finally  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help  during  the 
year.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area— The  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborough  covers  2,910  acres. 

Population — The  mid-year  population  given  in  the  Registrar-General’s 
returns  for  1956  was  5,100.  This  is  the  same  figure  as  for  the  previous 
year.  Deaths  outnumbered  births  by  four  during  the  period. 


Deaths- -Seventy-one  deaths  occurred  in  the  district  during  the 
year.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  13.92  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  10.39  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1956  was  11.7.  In  Section  H,  Table  No.  1 gives  a classification  of  the 
causes  of  death.  The  following  table  gives  a comparison  between  the 
death  rates  for  Irthlingborough,  England  and  Wales  and  the  Administra- 
tive County  for  the  period  1946  to  1956  :

Births — Sixty-seven  births  were  recorded  during  the  year,  which 
gives  a rate  of  13.13  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous 
year  was  14.90.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1956  was  15.7. 
In  Section  H,  Table  2 gives  the  birth  rate  dating  back  to  1902.  It  will 
be  seen  from  this  table  that  there  had  been  a downward  trend  over  the 
last  ten  years. 

Illegitimate  Births—  Seven  illegitimate  births  were  registered.  This 
gives  a rate  of  1.37  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous 
year  was  0.78. 

Stillbirths — Three  stillbirths  occurred  which  gives  a rate  of  0.58  per 
1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.39. 
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Maternal  Mortality — No  deaths  occurred.  It  is  now  13  years  since 
a death  was  recorded  under  this  heading. 

Infant  Mortality.  Three  infant  deaths  occurred,  which  gives  a rate 
of  44.77  per  1,000  live  births.  No  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  previous 
year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1956  was  23.8. 

When  considering  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  a population  of  5,100 
often  it  is  advisable  to  take  an  average  of  the  rates  over  a period  of  ten 
years.  The  average  for  this  period  was  17.95  which  is  considerably  lower 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  the  Administrative  County. 
The  following  table  gives  a comparison  between  the  infant  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  the  Administrative  County  and  Irthlingborough 
for  the  last  five  years  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Services — The  area  is  served  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Northampton  and  the  laboratory  at  Kettering  General 
Hospital. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  is 
responsible  for  stocks  of  antitoxin  which  may  be  obtained  from  : 

Northampton  General  Hospital. 

Kettering  General  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service — The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Helps — This  service  is  supplied  by 
the  County  Council.  There  is  a resident  district  nurse  and  health  visitor 
in  the  town  and  home  helps  are  provided  for  cases  when  necessary.  I 
appreciate  the  assistance  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  when  cases  have  been  referred  to  him  for  such  help. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — An  infant  welfare  centre  is  held  on 
the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  St.  Peter’s  Church  Rooms.  A 
second  centre  is  held  at  Welford  Hall,  on  the  Addington  Road  Estate  on 
the  third  Thursday  of  each  month.  An  antenatal  and  postnatal  clinic 
is  held  at  St.  Peter’s  Church  Rooms  on  the  fourth  Friday  of  each  month. 
The  infant  welfare  centre  and  clinics  are  run  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital  holds  a clinic  on  the  first  and 
third  Friday  of  each  month  at  the  Wesleyan  Rooms,  Queen  Street, 
Rushden. 

Hospital  Accommodation — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
responsible  for  the  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  area.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply — The  Urban  District  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
supply  to  the  town. 

Source — Four  shallow  wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  Valley  Gravels  near 
Station  Road.  The  principal  or  town  well  is  augmented  by  two  other 
wells.  The  fourth  well  is  used  for  trade  purposes  only. 

Quantity- — The  yield  from  the  town  well  and  the  two  wells  which 
augment  its  supply  is  228,000  gallons  per  day.  The  fourth  well’s  yield  is 
approximately  72,000  gallons  per  day. 

Ministry  approval  was  given  for  the  sinking  of  a trial  well  in  the 
river  gravels  about  a mile  east  of  the  present  pumping  station.  At  the 
time  of  writing  the  well  has  been  sunk  and  pumping  tests  completed.  The 
yield  is  satisfactory  and  the  level  of  the  well  shows  no  appreciable  fall  at 
a pumping  rate  of  12,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  early  months  of  1956  were  dry  and  this  fact,  plus  an  increased 
trade  demand,  gave  rise  to  some  difficulties  in  meeting  water  demands 
in  the  summer  months.  In  order  to  cope  with  this  situation,  water  from 
the  gravel  pits  had  to  be  used  as  an  emergency.  This  meant  the  laying 
of  a half  mile  of  emergency  pipe  line  from  the  gravel  pits  to  the  water 
works.  This  pipe  line  had  to  cross  under  a railway  line  and  over  two 
channels  of  the  river  Nene.  The  scheme  was  successful  and  the  Surveyor 
deserves  every  praise  for  his  prompt  action. 

In  any  permanent  scheme  water  from  the  gravel  pits  could  be  run 
into  the  well  used  for  trade  purposes.  This  would  relieve  demands  on 
the  town  well  and  also,  as  it  is  a softer  water,  this  should  suit  the  Laundry. 

Chemical  Analysis  and  Bacteriological  examination  of  water  from 
gravel  pits  show  it  to  be  a water  that  with  suitable  treatment  could  be 
rendered  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Treatment — Water  is  chlorinated  by  means  of  a Paterson’s  Gravity 
Chloronome  apparatus,  filtration  follows  by  means  of  three  cylindrical 
sand  filters  and  then  de-chlorination  takes  place  by  the  passage  of  water 
through  activated  charcoal  filter. 

Water  Consumption — Water  consumption  for  the  year  was  99,824,000 
gallons,  which  shows  an  increase  of  13,878,000  over  the  previous  year.

Piped  Water  Supplies — 1,725  houses  have  a piped  water  supply.  This 
figure  is  54  more  than  last  year.  49  houses  are  dependent  on  standpipes. 
This  is  a decrease  of  31  on  the  previous  year.  Three  houses  in  the  district 
are  not  connected  to  town  mains. 


Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Sewage  Works— The 

Sewage  disposal  works  are  modern  and  treatment  consists  of  settlement, 
primary  and  secondary  filtration  and  a series  of  sludge  drying  beds.  The 
final  effluent  runs  into  the  River  Nene.  A description  of  the  works  was 
given  in  last  year’s  annual  report.  Sludge  has  always  been  a problem  at 
these  works  and  the  Council  are  investigating  the  possibility  of  sludge 
digestion.  The  results  of  a chemical  analysis  of  a sample  of  final  effluent 
taken  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : 


The  sample  was  taken  on  August  23rd,  1956,  and  was  made  up  of 
hourly  dippings  taken  over  a period  of  five  hours  (8  a.m.  to  1 p.m.).

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Final  Effluent — Oxygen  consumed  is  high  but  it  is  a satisfactory 
sewage  effluent. 

The  total  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  at  the  works  during  the  year 
was  84,320,000  gallons,  which  is  a considerable  increase  on  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year  which  was  75,170,000  gallons. 

The  average  daily  flow  in  1956  was  231,014  gallons  compared  with 
204,575  in  the  previous  year. 


Disinfection — Disinfection  of  premises  and  clothing,  etc.,  following 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  carried  out  as  necessary. 

Movable  Dwellings,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  S.269 — Unauthorised 
use  of  a field  as  a caravan  site  occurred  during  the  year.  An  approach 
was  made  to  the  owner  and  the  caravans  were  removed. 


Public  Cleansing — The  Council  provides  a weekly  collection  of 
household  refuse.  Approximately  882  loads  were  collected  during  the 
year  and  tipped  at  the  Council’s  tip  which  is  situated  at  Ditchfoixl  Road 
some  distance  from  the  town.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 — By  arrangement  with  the 
Wellingborough  U.D.C.  the  area  is  visited  weekly  by  their  Rodent

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  re-developing  Slum  Clearance 

areas  wherever  possible,  together  with  adjoining  undeveloped  sites. 

Re-development  of  the  Baker  Street,  Park  Street  areas  of  the  town 

continued.  At  the  time  of  writing  66  dwellings  have  been  completed  or 

are  under  construction  and  a further  14  are  planned  to  complete  this 

site.  Tenders  were  accepted  by  the  Council  during  the  year  for  the 

* 

construction  of  14  houses  on  the  Shelton’s  Row  clearance  site  and  wrork 
on  these  dwellings  is  now  in  progress. 

During  the  year  18  houses  were  completed  on  the  Addington  Road 
Estate. 

Work  on  the  re-conditioning  of  12  houses  in  the  Parks,  purchased  by 
the  Council,  commenced  during  the  period  under  review.  This  consists 
of  the  provision  of  a bathroom,  internal  W.C.  and  a hot  water  supply. 
Also  the  insertion  of  a damp  proof  course  in  all  walls  and  the  re-laying 
of  all  ground  floors.  Externally  all  walls  of  houses  were  cement 
rendered  with  a Tyrolean  finish.  All  other  necessary  repairs  were 
carried  out.  The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  scheme  which 
saves  twelve  houses  and  converts  them  into  very  satisfactory  and  comfort- 
able houses  which  can  be  let  at  a reasonable  rent.

Orders  were  confirmed  for  all  these  areas.  This  was  the  second 
phase  of  the  Council’s  five  year  programme. 

One  house  was  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  122.  This  is  18  less  than  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  A number 
of  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Housing  Committee  concerning  inspec- 
tions of  houses  where  a health  factor  was  involved.  I appreciate  the 
consideration  given  to  these  cases  by  the  Housing  Committee.

Whooping  Cough — Twenty-three  cases  were  notified  compared  with 
one  in  the  previous  year.  Cases  occurred  in  August  and  September  and 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  the  10 
year  group. 

Measles — No  cases  were  notified.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 
206  cases. 

Erysipelas — Two  cases  occurred.  There  were  no  cases  in  the  previous 
year. 

Pneumonia — One  case  was  notified  which  is  the  same  number  as  in 
the  previous  year.  One  death  was  attributed  to  this  cause.  There  were 
no  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis — It  is  six  years  since  the  last  case  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred  in  Irthlingborough.  In  1956  the  British  vaccine  for  inoculation 
against  poliomyelitis  was  produced.  This  vaccine  is  given  by  two  intra- 
muscular injections  into  the  upper  arm  at  an  interval  of  3 to  4 weeks 
between  injections.  The  vaccine  contains  three  strains  of  virus  which 
have  been  killed  and  every  precaution  is  taken  by  the  laboratory  which 
produced  the  vaccine  to  see  that  it  is  perfectly  safe  before  use.  The 
vaccine  was  in  short  supply  at  first  and  only  children  in  certain  selected 
age  groups  were  offered  this  protection.  Quantities  have  increased  and 
the  age  range  2 to  10  years  are  now  to  be  offered  this  inoculation.  The 
following  inoculations  were  carried  out  :
